He Regularly Plants, Attends and Har­ 
vests a Crop. 


A m o n g the m any curious insects 
found in Texas is the "^agricultural 
ant.’' 
It is truly an agriculturist— 
planting, 
tending 
and ,harvesting 
crops as regularly as any farm er in 
the land. 


Wlien getting ready to do its plant­ 
ing, this queer little farm er makes a 
circular clearing, from ten to twelve 
feet in diameter, sometimes 
in the 
rerv heart of a cotton field or a corn- 
lield. sometimes in rough, wild pas­ 
ture land. 
T h e work it accomplishes, 
considering: its size, is really marvel- 
ous, for with its teetli it cuts through 
tough, thick stems, and by twistir.!.]:. 
pulling and biting, finally clears away 
everything that would be a hindrance 


to its cro]). 
I f a fruit tree is near and sliades 
the anl farm too much the ant sets to 
work and strips the tree of its leaves. 
Its farm is kept clear of all weeds and 
other growth, until the crop is ready 
to harvest, which is in the latter part 
of June, and consists of tall, yellowish 
grass. 
With great care the ant cuts 
the seed from the stalks and stores it 
for its future sustenance. 
T h e har­ 
vesting elone, the dry stuhble is cut, 
and the weeds once more take [posses­ 
sion of the ground.

Prevention of Dust In Mines Would Ob­ 
viate Many Disasters. 


T h e app<alling results of explosions 
and the dangers of dust in mines and 
other places being recognized, and ex­ 
tended knowledge having l>een gained 
by recent experiments and observa­ 
tions, the highest importance nmy be 
attached to the prevention of accum u­ 


lation and methods devised for de­ 
creasing the danger. 
It is admitted 
and proved beyond doubt, where ex­ 


plosions hr.ve taken place, that the 
explosive force and the flame i.= most 
destructive in the 
main 
galleries 
where the newly-made dust is lieing 
continually carried. 
Tlie results of 
the experiments show that we must 
treat mines where the element of dust 
is found with as much care as a pow­ 
der magazine, 
^lany attempts have 
been made to water or damp 
the 
dust lying on the roads, walls 
and 
chambers in coal mines. 
An arrange­ 
ment has been perfected for lightly 
w elting the coal and dust on tlietop 
of each tube as it leaves the siding in 
the mines where the engine setts rim 
at a high rate of speed against strong 
currents of air, and the same a^anire- 
ment can he apfdied to dust at the 
screens and coal store-, and to pulver­ 
ized coal to he sent to coke ovens, 
wliere explosions and accidents have 
taken place from dusty coal. 
A new- 
Iv-dcvi^ed method for obviating and 
diminish ing the risk of loss from coal- 
dust explosions was described hy R. 
Ilarle in a paper read before the North 
of England In-tiiute of Mininu a:: ’ 
l\lechanieal Fngineers, and piilai-h d 
in Transactions of tlie ln=^tr ution of 
IMining Fngineers. T h e arrangement 
con-ists of means for automatically 
danij ing each tub so as to prevent 
the e.<ea*pe of dust and to moisten it to 
the siimc' extent as in ( fc\m\) mines.

turned in any event,” 
and the 
b alance if the insured was not 
shown to b e alive b efore July i, 
189 7. 
A fter 
this 
compromise 
was 
made, 
b ut b efore the $666 had 
b een paid, it was ascertained that 
M r. Baumgirass was living, and 
the question arose as to whether 
or notj Mrs. Baumgrass was enti­ 
tled to the $666. 
The court at Sy racuse held that 
she was. 
The court at Rochester 
held that she was not. 
The court 
of appeals has reversed the appel­ 
late division and sustained the 
Sy racuse court in the conclusion 
that the W orkm en must keep their 
promise to pay the $666 in any 
event.
